Rogers wis
1% chief owner, against Lalole, Frazen and
Berpard, this reserve olause was upheid
by the court and the players wers anjoined
from piaying with any other club than the
Philadelphin Natlonal without the consent
of the owners of that team. This In only
ane of A greal many instances in which
the National maguates have fought to give
life to thelr reserve clause and to maintain
‘He sanctity of contracte. In the cise of
George Davis, he was not satisfled with the
regular form of contract used by the Ch'-
ugo American league club, and so went
to an attorney, John M. Ward, a former
famous member of the New York team, and
head him draw a special contract, pecullarly
pinding on both purties, which was ratified
by Comiskey and Davis Since the con-
Iroversy came up over Davis, belng precip-
jtated by his attempt to jump the contract
and go to New York to play with the Na-
tionals. It has been stated by Ward and
boasted by Davis that under the contract
Comiskey would be compeiled to pay Davix
whether he played or not, and Ward even
went so far as to say that Comiskey would
nave to pay Davis, even If the latter
shouid play with New York If that con-
tract, which still has a year lo run, 1= mo
binding on Comiskey, isn't it reasonable 1o
suppose that Davis is held to something?
If anything, It must be that Comiskey 1s
entitled to Davis' services as n ball player.
Knowing that this contract exinted, Hrush
first sought to get the player lo viokate It
and then, after the conference of the two
lsagues had declared the contract valid and
binding and had agreed to give their maral
support to |ts enforcement, Brush upheld
the player in his deflance to the magnates
and refusal to play for Chicago, and now
he undertakes to make the violation of the
pontract complete by playing him In New
York., Brush's action s a dellberate de-
flance, not only to law, but to his ASHOCI-
stes In the National league.

8o far the only steps taken by the Amer-
\can league people have been 1o secure
an injunction against Davis plaving
with the New York National team They
ure apparently walting to see what the
National league magnates propose dolng
It s squarsly up to the National leagne
people. 1f they ablde by the Cineinnat
agreement, then Brush will be forced to
giv: up Davis or get out of bhase ball, If
the National league supports Brush, then
the war is on onice more, and the Amer-
lean lengue certainly knows how o fight
do far Garry Hermann I8 the only National
lengue magnale to declare himself openly
on the matter. He says that New York
will not be allowsd to play Davis on the
Cinclnnatl grounds unless the other seven
clubs In the league order him to. Bamey
Dreyfus says he will walt untll the league
meeting before he talks, And there the
matter stands,

In the meantime the American league
magnates and the American Association of
Minor Leagues have reached an agreement
on the protection plan. a sort of revival
of the old National agreement, and it s
now up to the National league for action.
But what good will an agresment be If
men of the Bruah stripe control In base
ball affairs? No demoralization could be
worse than that which grows out of owners
refusing 1o recognise contracts and falling
to live up to agreements among themase!ves
For the good of base ball Ir Is Roped that
Brush will be given a severe setback and
that Pulliam will be deposed from the po-
sition he s apparently unfitted to filL

In the meantime we of the Western
league are In need of & little protection
ourselves.

In the long summer
eveningn she aits on the broad, breesy
veranndas of the athletic clube and recounts
enthusiastically her day's work and It ls
one of multitudinous sides Tennls In the
morning, golf In the afternoon and bowling
In the cvening and horseback riding, bowl-
ing and long asile on moonlight nights on
the waters of Manawa She & proud of
the tman on her cheeks and the growing
muscles In her arms

In the years bafore the women have been
the ldle workers at the clubs and her en-
thusiaam in the sports of the men has
been confined to & MNitle play when the
day was not too warm and shs was not
oo tired and. above all, there was more
Joy In watching it all listlessly from the
thadows of Lhe parchea than In the doing
of It. No encouragement was given her
to embark in the plensures of the con-
testa, but this year, encouragement or nol.
the women have started. An attempt has
been made to do for them In golf what was
done for the men and they have shown
thelr apprecintion by taking hold of golt
At the Country club the women alwasys
played but not so wt the Fisid club and
the Arst tournament there brought out a
dosen women. They had had little practice
and did nol play alarmingly well, but they
Lied and Are Keeping on trying so that
they cun merit the attenition of the com-
mittee. With a few more Interested In
golf ut the Fleld elub o cup will be given
by the Country and Fleld clubs together
to be compeled for by the women of the
two clubs. This year the cup would prob-
ably fall readily enough to the women of
the Country club, but another year would
tell a lemp certain tale

It is not golf. though, that they need
sncourigement In. 1t & tennls and bowl-
Ing. At the Country club, the woamen
monopolise the courts to the exciuslon of
the men and there are some, who play a
game such as few of the men of the club
can beal. The Fileld club, too, 8 & ren-
dezvous for the women players and there
are always some of them on the courts in
the morning and in the late afternoon. But
nothing has been done to Interest them
as a tournament ‘would. The other club
and private courts around town are just
as busy with women &8 the men will aow
and many of the women are playing =
good game.

A riding club has been organized and
the women outnumber the man wwhen they
start out through the <ty streels and
the country byways and through the day
they uidf In and out of the town on horse-
back until It ssems that some of them live
in the saddle Then there s bowling and
the scores that some of them are cha'liing
up are making the men envious and the
women have to play alone as the men are
feurful of being beaten. At the Field clud
there I8 & high score for women of more
than 20 and It Is not unusual for them to
run ap in the 50 class any evening.

At Manawa the women are taking hold
of salling and are learning to handle the
boats almost as well as the men. In the
afternoons, when there i8 no one to take
them out and thers is a ilght breeze they
take cut the boats by themselves and skim
over the face of the waters like old-time
eallors.
